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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4 and 13, drawn to an electroluminescent device, classified in class 428, 
subclass 690. 

II. Claims 5-12, drawn to a method of making an electroluminescent device, 
classified in class 427, subclass 66. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 

are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
valley and peak portions of the sealing substrate may be formed by another method such as 
casting the glass in a mold. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. In a voicemail message to the examiner on December 21, 2004, a provisional election 
was made with traverse by Barry Bretschneider to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-4 
and 13. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 5-12 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as,, 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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Claim Objections 

5. Claims 2 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

It is suggested that "micro meters" be changed to one word "micrometers". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

7. Claims 1-4 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Otsuki et 
al. (US 6,737,176). Otsuki et al. discloses organic electroluminescent devices, which are 
covered by sealing structures (see abstract). Figure 2 depicts a device comprising a recess in a 
sealing glass with concave portions per the instant "peak and valley portions". There is a 
desiccant layer disposed on the concave surface per the instant desiccant layer (see component 
(54) in Figure 2). In example 1, the concave-convex surface is described as having a depth of 
0.2 mm (or 200 micrometers) per instant claims 2 and 4 (see col. 8, lines 56-60). An epoxy- 
based adhesive is used to attach desiccant phosphorous pentaoxide to the concave-convex 
surface per the instant "means for forming physical anchoring" of instant claim 13. Additionally 
with regard to claim 13, Otsuki et al. discloses an embodiment comprising an adhesive layer 
(60), which adheres desiccant layer (62) (see Figure 3). 
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Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

9. Ebisawa et al. (US 6,259,204) discloses a sealing sheet with recesses at a depth of 50 to 
200 micrometers, which may be formed by sandblasting (see col. 4, lines 5-14).
